bull for PTA butterfat pounds. There are five new bulls the 
list and they are sired “Smokey”, Pender” and “Ideal”. 

The American Guernsey Association will publishing additional in- 
formation the active list. will publishing the yield devia- 
tion for milk, butterfat and protein. not misled with this change. 
feel that PTAs are still the best tool comparing bulls. However, 
yield deviations can give insight potential breed leaders the 
future. randomly sampled bull whose yield deviation data isn’t cor- 
rupted with poor health pampered daughters should witness his PTA 
production data move towards his average production yield deviation 
adds more daughters his summary. accumulate more infor- 
mation his offspring, the parent average weighting his PTA infor- 
mation decreases. offering this yield deviation, members have the 
opportunity review this information decide for themselves 
tool they want use purchasing future service sires. 

Another change you will note this PTA summary the AGA Sire 
Summary Booklet. There will graphs the linear traits bulls. 
encourage breeders use these graphs tool select service sires 
when you mate your cows. you want additional help mating cows, 
encourage you sign for mating service. 

have had the opportunity attend three state Guernsey breeders 
meetings this year. all three meetings, breeders expressed concern 
regarding our breed’s young sire selection. comparing figures 
the graph below, this hard comprehend.

“Astro” son. shame not include these genetics our future 
genetic pool.

Despite initial strength the first week 


January, 40-pound cheese prices the 
National Cheese Exchange remain flat 
$1.27 for the week ending January 31. Part 
the problem may the USDA report 
cold storage numbers. Natural American 
cheese holdings for December 31, 1996 to- 
taled 379 million pounds, 23.5 percent 
from December 1995 and 2.5 percent 
month ago. 

According dairy market news, “the 
cheese market unsettled. Cheese cutters 
and packagers remain active retail orders 
remain fairly heavy. Retail and restaurant 
sales were slower areas where consum- 
ers limited their travel due weather. Pro- 
cessed cheese activity steady best.” 

Despite slower milk production increases 
and brisk demand, there still adequate 
supplies cheese available and the market 
not ready change its opinion cheese 
prices. However, that could change 
instant once milk supplies become threat- 
ened due the harsh economic climate 
dairy farmers face. 


Butter, however, showing real signs 


strength. Prices the Chicago Mercantile 
Exchange January were for most 
These price increases are due three fac- 
tors. First, butter stocks are way down. 
USDA reported that December stocks 
were down 24.4 percent from year ago 
and down 20.3 percent from month ago. 
Heavy retail promotions and lower prices 
likely resulted heavy consumption dur- 
ing the Christmas season. 

Despite the fact that cheese still the 
doldrums, optimistic that prices will 
rebound later February and March. 
Here are reasons: 

Milk production still tight due 
declining cow numbers. The situation will 
likely get worse due poor hay stocks, high 
protein prices, bad weather the West and 
log farm-gate milk prices. Will the market 
once again disappointed with the spring 
flush this season? 

Demand still reasonable. There 
indications that demand will change ap- 
preciably 1997. The general economy 
looks favorable for modest growth con- 
sumption dairy products. particular, 
inflation, interest rates, unemployment, and 
growth the gross domestic product all 
look reasonable. 

Bottom line: consumption milk

and dairy products increase above per- 
cent 1997, will have come from 
greater milk production (we don’t have any 
government stocks.) Milk production won’t 
increase unless there higher milk price. 


Outlook for Cheese and BFP 

Cheese prices will likely rebound some 
February, but will held down 
have normal spring flush. expect prices 
trade between $1.27 and $1.32 through 
April. Thereafter, watch for prices slowly 
increase $1.40 June and $1.47 
July. But prices could peak higher and ear- 
lier than this the spring flush isn’t 
strong the market expects. could see 
prices strengthen early, say March. Last 
year, 40-pound cheese prices averaged $1.39 
March milk production fell 1-2 per- 
cent behind year earlier estimates. 

modest cheese-price forecast re- 
sult the Basic Formula Price (BFP) ris- 
ing from $11.90 January and peaking 
$13.70 July. Mail-box milk prices will 
rise accordingly with prices peaking be- 
tween July and September, depending 
local Class usage. 

Even USDA unusually bullish about 
the market. their most recent outlook,

less than percent 1997. USDA notes 
that, flooding and even wider- 
spread mud problems California, Wash- 
ington, Idaho and Oregon would significantly 
affect national supplies for most 1997.” 
They noted that production these states 
reflect about percent the U.S. milk 
supply. USDA also estimates that commer- 
cial use milk will rise 1.03 percent 
1997 and that the BFP will average $12.80 
for the year, about cents per cwt higher 
than estimate. Let’s hope they are right 
and I’m wrong.
